‘Notes-of preparation for the next 
political campaign begin to reach us 
this soon in theseason. It is somewhat 
early, it seems to us, but if the gentle- 
men cannot contain themselves, we 
presume. it best that they vent their 
feelings and announce their candidates, 
and see what it will advantage them 

by thus taking time by the fore-lock- 
Reflecting upon it, we half think early 
anneunceménts may possibly be best 
as there is thereby given fuller time in 
which to dissect the aspirants. And 
should some of them find at the day 
of trial, that, like the man in the fable, 
they had taken too longa run and 
were too much out of wind to make 
the final jump, the nominating con- 
vention might be re‘ieved and delegates 
freed from embariassments by having 
some of the -dead-weights out of the 
way, as they certainly will be. 

From. the little that has reached us 
we perceive nothing that calls forth the 
interests of our people. There has 

- been no name mentioned that creates 
enthusiasm at the mere announcement, 
therefore we shall deem it best to fecl 
the ground cautiously before venturing 
to let out for the race. 

There are, however, some things we 
deem it proper and timely to say now, 
mm connection with gubernatorial nom- 
ination, that those who are attempting 
to pull the wires may profit thereby 
for the general good, and one of those 
things is to remind our political friends 
that Los Angeles county wheeled into 
the Republican column in 1880, and 
that the efforts that were put forth to 
bring her in, secured also the Congress- 
man from the fourth district. And it

There are among them 
many who favor and observe Sunday 
asa day of rest because the statutes 
and custom has fixed upon that day, 
and without a thought of compulsion, 
but simply as law-abiding citizens 
they conform to the custom. It is not 
right that they should be charged with 
law-breaking because they are Jews.

LIGHT BY LIGHTNING. 


Los Angeles by Gas Light a Fraud 
Compared to Other whe 


The Electric Light in Other Cities and What It 
Would Do for This—The 
Tower System. 


For some time past the Times has 
advocated the lighting of this city by 
electrié light. At the last meeting of 
the city council several citizens made 
complaint against the manner in which 
the city is lighted. The Gas Company 
up to date have had it in their power 
to charge what prices they pleased 
almost, with the privilege of lighting 
the city in the cheapest manner possi- 
ble to themselves. The officers of the 
company seem to have forgotten that 
the citizens have any rights at all. The 
lights are not in uny respect what they 
should be. Now this can be remedied, 
as has been proven at San Jose. They 
had two Gas Companies there, cutting 
each others throats, and running oppo- 
sition. Still the people could not get 
the city lighted. Gas was cheap, but 


the citizens saw that the electric light 
system would be better and cheaper, 
so they went to work independent of 
the city authorities and 


ERECTED A TOWER, 


and now their beautiful city has a light 
which enables a person to walk the 
streets at night with as much comfort 
as he can in the day time. Los Ange- 
les is so situated that but one tower 
placed on Temple Hill would gwe light 
to the entirecity. The first city lighted 
by the electric tower system was Au- 
rora, Ill. The Chicago Times says: 

A trip to the beautiful little city of 
Aurora, forty miles west of Chicago on 
the C., B. & Q. R. R., affords the visitor 
a striking spectacle of splendor and a 
most impressive conception of the rev- 
olution in the lighting of cities now in 
rapid progress. Itis at Aurora that 
we have the largest and most available 
illustration of the new theory and the 
new system—the electric tower plan— 
of elevated centers of illumination, 
which, while it greatly increases the 
volume and splendor of street and city 
light, causes the illumination to issue 
by broad floods from a few fountain 
ints, instead of an endless multiplic- 
ity of gas jets or taper flames that 
serve, like the star light, more for 
fancy than for use. The experiment of 
lighting the city of Aurora by “Brush 
electric tower,” has proven a most bril- 


and improving its illumination, and 
placing the citizens of the town ina 
state of delighted enthusiasm over the 
splendid practical results. Briefly, the 
features of the new system consist of 
some six Brush electric towers, station- 
ed on opposite sides of the river that 
somewhat evenly divides the city, and 
ata distance and rclative intervals of a 
half mile—this 


BRUSH ELECTRIC TOWER— 


a slender, triangular elevation in skcle- 
ton lines, formed of strong iron tubing, 
four inches at the ground and one inch 
at the top, and looking like the 1ron 
lines of a triangular skeleton monu- 
ment, tapering from a wide, secure base 
toa height of 150 feet,—a graceful, 
even ornamental piece of engineering 
architecture, looking, a little distance 
off, like a pencil, drawing agaiast the 
sky. Each tower is crowned with two 
or three electric lamps, equivalent to 
2,000 candles or 125 gas jets each— 
the cost of the tower, under the Brush 
patent, covering all electric ‘lighting 
of whatever height above roofs of 
buildings, being $1,000. The districts 
immediately adjacent to the towers 
were bathed in floods uf splendor far

Captain] W. L. Flest of Stomness, 
Orkney, Gives His Views.

Capt. W. L. Flest of Stomness, Ork- 
ney Island, commanding the ship 

EILDENHOPE, 
Of Newcastle-on-Tyne, now at Wil- 
mington, while on a voyage from Yoko- 
hama to San Francisco, in order to take 
advantage of what would otherwise have 
been a head wind, was compelled to sail 
"further north than the usual route of 
vessels plying between these two ports. 
After being on this course for several 
days, a wreck was sighted away on the 
leeward bow, which, upon bearing down 
upon it, proved to be a Japanese vessel 
in a perfectly 
ITELPLESS CONDITION, 

With masts and rudder gone. It was 
almost impossible to render the dis- 


tressed vessel any assistance, as it was 
blowing a gale at the time, with a ter- 
rific sea running. The Captain could 
not order his men in such weather to 
lower a boat, as it was sending them to 
certain death, but when he asked for 
volunteers there was not a man in the 
ship who did not rush aft in response. 
The difficulty was now as unsettled as 
before, so lots were cast and the chosen 
few put on their cork jackets and 
launched the lifeboat, amidst the hur- 
rahs of their disappointed companions. 
After many futile attempts the boat got 
clear of the vessel and faced the attgry 
water, which deluged her time and 
again, but the little boat rode the moun- 
tainous waves like a swan, first on the 
crest of a wave, then lost to view in the 
trough of the sea, forcing her way ahead 
steadily against the tempestuous ele- 
ments for over an hour. Then they 
boarded the junk. She proved to be a 
Japanese that had been caught in the 
storm two weeks previous and driven 
before it, losing e!l their canvass and 
steering apparatus, and leaving her at 
the 
MERCY OF THE WAVES. 


They were ina most’ deplorable con- 
dition, for although they had plenty of 
provision (mainly salt-fish) the water 
had been all used up three days before, 
waking them virtually without anything, 
for they had not dared to eat the fish. 
Resting for a short time the gallant 
crew placed the rescued men in the 
boat and set forth once more on their 
perilous journey, which was accom- 
plished without one misha ap. the staunch 
little craft which was an English regu- 
lation lifeboat, behaving herself like a 
thing of life. The Captain did all Pe 
his power to make the castaways com- 
fortable and brought them into San 
Francisco when the Japanese Consul 
took care of them. The Japanese gov- 
ernment recognizing and appreciating 
the gallant services of Capt. Flest have 
made him a present of two very

These 
sprouts were little fellows, and we 
could set them out fast—just g° along 
and stick them inthe groun But 
they are just as good. I believe my 
8,000 little black walnut sprouts will 
be worth $15 apiece in ten years, and 
$20 apiece in fifteen. My locust trees 
will sometime fence the whole country.” 

“Then what did you do?’’ 

“We built ashanty and broke tp five 
acres of land; and this fall we came 
back to Iowa to spend the winter, and 
here weare. In the spring I'll go back 
with more black walnut and locust 

sprouts and take up 160 acres more. 

e trees are just what I want to plant 
anyway, and they’ll pay better than 
any wheat crop that could be raised— 


only I’ve gotto wait for them ten or, 


twelve years; but I can wait.” 

Here is a girl who ownsin her own 
right ‘320 acres of splendid black 
prairie soil now, and who will own 480 
acres in the spring, every acre of which 
will bring $5 within three years, an 
$10 within five years, and $20 within 
ten years.
